UST a glimpse of conditions in Petrograd, given in an Asso- 

J ciated Press dispatch during the week, suggest that the Rus- 

sian capital is facing a situation even worse than anything 
that existed during Russian participation in the war or dur- 
ing the dreadful months that have followed the complete breaking 
down of government there. From a city of 2,000,000 people, it has 
fallen to one-fourth of that number, only half a miliion being now 
estimated as making up the population, which may be explained 
when the food situation is understood. For flour is quoted at the 
almost unheard of price of about $12 a pound, and, of course, flour 
would set the basis for almost all foods. 

The dispatch says that flour is selling for 50 rubles per kilo- 
gram, which means 50 rubles for 2.2 pounds. Unless the ruble has 
depreciated in value, it is 51.5 cents in our money, or rather more 
than $25 for the kilogram of flour. 

But while $12 may buy a pound of flour, sugar and butter 
command three times that figure, or the prohibitive price of more 
than $36 per pound, and about the only food of any kind available 
rubles, or $2.50 each.

Rubber was dicovered in the year 1735. For nearly a cen- 
tury thereafter no use was made of the discovery, as there 
was no known process of treating the raw material.

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TO PROTECT BUYERS OF LIB- 
ERTY BONDS

their Liberty Bonds without ques- 
tion being made in a public way. 
Some emphatic statement should be 
made on the advisability of people 
keeping their bonds.” 


Mr. Wm. Sproule, remarking that 
a permanent relation should be es- 
tablished between the man and his 
bond, condemned brokers who are 
chasing after distressed and unsus- 
picious bond buyers, getting hold .of 
the securities or contracts therefor 
in exchange for stock in wild-cat 
schemes. And in some cases em- 
ployers are profiting through for- 
feiture by reason of the inability of 


discharged men to complete pay- 
ments on bonds, which employers 
had agreed to hold for installment 
payments, after the initial payment. 
He expressed an opinion that bonds 
should not have been placed in the 
hands of men not likely to be able 
to complete payments and without 
prospect of keeping the securities, 
unless provision for refund were 
made in case of discharge from war 
and munitions plants. The holders 
should query the men who placed 
the bonds and not the banks, for 
methods of securing return of money. 

“The result of this situation will 
be,” said Mr. Sproule, “that many 
such buyers, limited in financial 


knowledge, will feel that the coun- 
try has buncoed them out of money.” 


It is believed that because of the 
stress placed upon the patriotic 
duty to subscribe for bonds, many 
persons ,considered that they were 
making a gift of money to the cause, 
and that the securities have no as- 
sured value. And such mistaken 
subscribers need to be made to feel’ 
'that a bond is better than a savings 
bank deposit pass book, and should 
be kept as tenaciously. 

The cabinet has recommended that 
the executive committee of the coun-:- 
cil appoint a special committee to 
plar a public movement. to bring 
about a remedy for the situation. ,
